Tho  Journal  remtrkf  thn!  every  year 
tho  people  of  tho  United  State*. contume 
1,000,000,  tons  of  sugar,  of  which  not 
orer  100,000  tons  on  an  average  are 
raised  in  this  country-    The  rc8t  c0"10  • 
from  abroad.    During  the  last  llscal 
year  893,525,782  in  gold  was  scat  uut 
of  the  country  to  purchase  sugar  upoa 
which  tho  consumers  paid  817,077,000 
of  tariff  duties.    Theso  figures  ihcm 
selves  show  that  there  can  be  no  uion 
important  sntcrprisc  than  that  which 
will  discover  methods  for  increasing  tho 
domestic  production  of  sugar.  Until 
qnite  recently  these  experiments  outside 
of  Louisinaa  have  not  bven  successful. 
Tho  sxperimcnts  with  ths  sugnr  beet 
have  not  been  attouded  with  anything 
like  the  success  which  was  nt  on»  time 
anticipated.    The  «orgliuni  culture, 
which  promised  so  well  some  years  ago, 
bas  been  given  up.    Of  huc,Tiowcver, 
some  very  successful  aud  promising 
sxperimcnts  have  been  made  with  am- 
ber cans  svsn  in  comparatively  North- 
srn  States,  which  would  be  regnrded  a»r 
the  forerunners  of  n  large  sugnrgrowing 
industry  bnd  net  the  sugar  consumer- 
been  deceived  so  many  times.  During 
iho  past  few  months  the  cano-growers 
of  vnrious  sections  have  met  to  compare 
notes.    The  reports  nrs  very  fluttering. 
Among  the  accounts  of  successtnl  cane- 
growiag  and  sugar-making  cstahlihb- 
msnts  the  post  year  is  that  ol  a  compa- 
ny called  the  Rio  Grnnde  at  Cope  May 
county,  Now  Jersey.    The  company: 
purchased  2,400  acres  of  cheap  lund 
and  set  ap  an  establishment.    This  crop 
derives  its  food  very  largely  from  the 
atmosphere,  so  tbnt  land  which  is  too 
poor  for  anything  else  will  produce  a 
large  crop  of  sorghum.    The  company 
planted  964  acres.    The  a vs rage  yield 
was  not  largo,  but  319,944  pounds  of 
sugar  and  40,000  gallons  of  dense  sirup 
was  the  mult,  nnd  it  has  proved  so 
profitable  that  the  company  is  having 
its  soil  analysed  in  order  to  put  it  it 
the  coadition  by  fertilizers  of  that  which 
yielded  the  largest  crop.    During  the 
last  season  a  company   with  a  plant 
which  cost  830,000,  including  ths  crop, 
began  operations  nt  Chnmph 
They    manufactured   sargbam  from 
244  1-2  acres,  from    which  8G,G08 
pounds  of  sugar  aud  25,137  gulloi 
molasses  were  made.    Mr.  Powell,  of 
Wisconsin  gave  his  experionce  nt  tho 
St.  Louis  Couvcntion.    Accardiug  to 
his  statement,  it  cost  him  820.75  to 
cnltivats  aad  manufacture  the  cane  per 
acre,  while  the  value  of  the  sirup,  vin- 
egar and  seed  obtained  from  it  was 
895.08.   This  is  a  very  remnrknble 
profit  per  sere.    If  farmers  were  suro 
of  one-bait  the  net  profit  per  ucro  which 
is  given  nbove,  cane  culture  would  still 
be  as  profitable  as  tbc  best  general  cropr. 
Flattering  results   wero  reported  in 
Minnesota.    It  is  predicted  that  tbc 
uniformly  good  results  of  tho  past  tea- 
son  will  load  to  tho  planting  of  a  very 
large  area  to  cuno  the  next  season. 
There  arc  those  who  predict  from  re- 
cent experiments  that  nt  no  distant  day 
cane-growing  will  be  one  of  the  lending 
branches  of  agriculture  umong  North- 
ern farmers

Ex  Senator  Tabor's  No. 

Senator  Tabor  bas  bad  a  remarkable 
matrimonial  experience,  and  its  seni 
tional  denoucraen*  only  recently  gav 
great  deal  or  muterial  to  the  public 
tongue.  He  married  in  Maine  when  a 
young  man,  and  in  1659  was  seized 
with  tho  Pike's  Peak  fever  nnd  went  to 
Colorado  in  n  prairio  schoouer,  accom- 
panied by  his  bride,  who  shared  with 
him  the  perils  and  exposure  of  that  long 
and  tedious  journey.  They  camped  for 
a  time  at  the  present  site  ol  Denver, 
whieb  was  then  a  bleak  prairie,  where 
he  kept  a  sort  of  eating  house  and  sup- 
ply store,  in  which  Mrs.  Tnbor  partic- 
ipated as  bis  chief  assistant  nnd  cashier 
to  tbc  establishment. 

He  then  moved  on  to  Pike's  Peak, 
joiniag  tho  innumerable  caravan  in 
search  for  gold.  lis  settled  nt  Colora- 
do City,  which  is  now  a  town  of  desert- 
ed shautios  at  the  baso  of  the  monutain. 
He  there  opened  a  supply  store,  which 
his  wife  kept  while  ho  joined  tho  pro- 
spectors in  tho  gulches  of  'he  mountains 
hunting  for  treasures.  When  tho'Pike's 
Pciu'x  cxciiamcnt  died  oat  Tabor  took 
up  tbc  lino  of  march  nnd  went  over  tbs 
mountains,  fallowing  the  prospectors, 
wife  driving  one  team  of  mules  nnd 
another.  After  twsnty  years  of 
driftiug  about  from  ooo  mining  camp  to 
another,  enduriug  nil  sorts  of  hardships, 
even  reaching  tho  lowest  ebb  of  poverty, 
aud  sometimes  tbrcatcucd  with  starva- 
tion, he  settled  down  in  a  log  cabiu  near 
ilie  present  site  of  LcadviUe,  whora  be 
kept  a  store  and  boarding  house  for 
miners,  bis  wifo  acting  its  cook,-  clerk 
and  postmistress  foUhc  enmp.  Tabor*  < 
cabin  was  a  fumous  resort  in  those  days, 
and  was  the  sccno  of  many  incidents 
that  are  now  a  part  of  tho  history  of 
mining  life  iu  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Mrs.  Tabor  was  a  sort  of  "daughter 
of  the  regiment"  among  the  mi 
ing  the  only  woman  for  miles  aro  und, 
and  possessiug  tho  confidence  aud  re- 
gard of  everybody.  She  was  a  sort'  of 
hnnk  of  deposit  for  the  rusty  old  fellows 
who  did  not  spond  their  dust  as  fust 
they  wiuhcd  it  out,  and  it  is  said  that 
she  ofton  carried  mauy  thousand  dollars 
in  gold  dust  in  her  bosom  wrapped  in 
little  buckskin  bugs  with  tho  names  of 
tho  owneis  nttached.  During  all  this 
time,  and  up  to  1875,  her  husband  was 
it  prospector,  niccliag  with  little  or  no 
luck,  while  she  kept  tho  wolf  Jroai  the 
door  selling  supplies,  keeping  bonrdcrs 
aud  acting  as  laundress  in  general  for 
the  camp  nt  Carbonats  Hill. 

Good  luck  cnino  at  last,  and  a  fortu- 
nate strise  made  Tnbor  one  of  the  rich- 
eM  men  in  tho  West.    His  nnme  was 
one  of  the  first  of  tho  fnmous  group  in 
Corhct  Hill,  and  bo  soon  became  tho 
possessor  of  ethers  quite  as  rich,  from 
h'ch  be  has  taken  millions  of  dollars, 
[c  now  owns  iu  Lcadvillc  and  other 
portions  of  Colorado  more  productive 
ing  property  than  any  otbor  man, 
and  from  some  of  bis  mines  his  income 
high  as  850,000,  aad  his  entire 
fortune  is  estimated  as  high  as  810.000,. 
000.    Ho  has  used  bis  money  in  buying 
rcnl  estate  in  Denver  audorecting  upon 
the  handsomest  business  blocks  west 
of  the  Mississippi. 

His  opera  house,  which  cost  8750,- 
000,  is  no  doubt  tbo  finest  in  tho  couu- 
Iry,  nnd  Is  surpnsscd  in  its  appoint- 
ments by  fow  lu  tliccutirc  world,  ilis 
residsncc  iu  Denver  is  ouo  of  the  most 
conspicuous  nud  costly  in  tbnt  city,  and 
it  is  oue  of  tho  sights  for  tourists  who 
visit  his  buildings  as  a  sample  of  West- 
ern enterprise. 

Soveral  months  ago  Senator  Tabor, 
baviug  tired  of  tbc  companion  of  his 
poverty  and  bumble  life,  endeavored  to 
secure  a  divorce  from  her  in  one  of  tbc 
buck  counties  of  Colorado,  using  meth- 
ods which,  the  pitpers  of  Denver  claim 
weft  not  strictly  honorable.  Mrs.  Ta- 
bor wcoi  into  court  aud  asked  for 
vision  of  tho  property  and  a  separate 
maintenance.  As  •  a  compromise  her 
husbaud  offered  her  8250,000,  and  bis 
residence  in  Denver  provided  she  would 
consent  to  the  divorce.  This  she  re- 
fused to  do  for  some  time,  but  finally 
tho  divorce  was  grouted  ou  terms  that 
wero  much  more  advantngcous  to  her 
and  uppenrcd  to  be  sntisfnetory  to  Jitm. 
This  family  difficulty  affected  his  candi- 
dacy for  tbo  United  States  Sonate  very 
seriously,  occuring  as  it  did  during  the 
cnavnss  before  the  Legislature,  arid  he 
was  compelled  to  contont  himself  with 
a  short  term  of  thirty  days  in  that  dis- 
tinguished body,  but  secured  the  title  of 
Senator  and  now  haj  honorable  written

"Lord,  that  1 
might  receive  my  sight ;"  hud  bceu 
the  text,  and  "Christ,  the  master,  light 
of  all  our  seeing,"  the  theme.  Said  u 
devoted  woman-  at  ths  close  of  the  ser- 
mon, "I  wish  that  you  might  kuow 
Mr.  Thayer  as  we  know  him.  I 
havs  been  thinking,  sll  through  the 
discourse,  how  ho  walks  in  the  vision 
of  Christ."  Tho  words  bad  nn  appli- 
cation not  intended  ;  for,  even  while 
we  were  tnlking,  our  denr  hrothcr  lind 
been  called  to  meet  bis  Lord  fnee  to 
face. 

Thnt  was  a  heart  broken  compauy 
in  the  evening.  We  bud  no  formnl 
service.  Men,  women  and  children 
mingled  their  tears,  as  wo  snng  aud 
read  and  talked  and  prayed  together,

MARSHFIELD. 

Russell  Hatch,  who  has  been  very 
sick  with  pneumonia,  is  recovering. 

F.  W.  Hatch  has  commenced 
ran  a  hargc  from  the  station 
Rock. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Gurney,  who  is  Rev.  J.  F 
Sheffield's  successor,  prea-hed  in  this 
town  some  thirty  years  ago. 

A  slight  fire  hurning  over  some 
twenty  Acres  of  pasture  and  small 
wo  >d  near  South  River  street,  called 
out  about  20  men  to  extinguish  it. 
Though  the  damage  was  small,  it 
would  have  been  very  costly  if  the 
new  Ames  house  had  taken  fire.  Peo- 
ple cannot  be  too  careful  in  applying 
the  torch  to  u.iJerhrash  and  rabbish 
at  this  season  of  the  year. 

The  surveyors  of  highways  have 
considerable  trouble  in  getting  men  to 
work  on  the  roads.  Men  will  hot 
work  tor  15  cents  an  hour  shoveling, 
when  they  can  have  plenty  of  easier 
work  for  so  cents  an  hour.  A  road 
machine  which  would  do  the  woik  of 
20  men  on  our  sandy  roads  would  pay 
for  itself  in  one  season,  and  do  the 
work  just  when  it  is  required,  and  thus 
save  for  the  town,  money  that  is  now 
paid  to  the  surveyors  for  hunting  up 

Mrs.T.  R  Blackman  has  wisely 
heen  chosen  teacher  of  the  Winslow 
school  by  the  committee.  With  her 
experience  and  efficiency  the  school 
will  attain  a  higher  moral  standing 
than  it  has  hitherto  reached  and  we 
trust  that  some  of  the  pantomimes 
that  former  teachers  have  witnessed 
will  be  dispensed  jrith.  We  have  no 
fault  to  find  with  the  former  teacher, 
who  was  thoroughly  capable  in  every 
branch  of  study,  but  her  connection 
in  years  back  with  the  school  as  a 
scholar,  gave  the  pupils  a  familiarity 
with  the  teacher  that  is  not  desirable 
in  any  school ;  and  parents  make  a 
grave  mistake  when  they  do  not  make 
their  children  go  to  school  and  mind 
their  teacher. 


EAST  MARSHFIELD. 


We  are  glad  to  see  Mrs.  Smith  back 
to  die  snug  and  handsome  cottage  of 
Mr.  James  L.  Rogers. 

Our  schools  in  the  village  are  in 
operation  again,  with  the  same  teach- 
ers, Miss  Annie  Gardner  and  Miss 
Abbie  Baker,  officiating. 

We  have  heard  it  stated  by  an  in- 
terested party  that  as  a  majority  of  the 
committee  on  the  repairs  of  the  "two 
mile  school"  lived  in  that  vicinity,  they 
would  have  things  their  own  way  and 
spend  all  they  desired.  We  hope  the 
committee  will  not  go  beyond  the  wish- 
es of  the  town,  but  be  just  and  reason- 
able as  we  think  they  will  be,  and  not 
exceed  the  appropriation,  which  when 
it  was  voted  upon,  it  was  argued  by 
the  friends  of  the  measure  to  make  it 
large  enough  to  cover  all  possible  out- 
lay. 

Mr.  Burbank,  who  moved  to  Tatm 
ton  a  week  or  two  ago,  is  very  sick 
with  the  pneumonia.  This  is  the  third 
attack  he  has  had  of  this  disease  with- 
in a  few  years.  During  his  two  or 
three  years  stay  in  East  Marshfield  he 
enjoyed  good  health,  and  we  think  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  a  healthier 
place  in  eastern  Massachusetts  than 
East  Marshfield.  The  air  on  our  hills 
is  invigorating,  the  sands  and  light  soil 
arc  a  great  absorbent  of  obnoxious 
gases  ;  but  the  thing  that  contributes 
most  to  the  health  of  our  people  is  the 
pine  which  covers  the  bills  of  East 
Marshfield.  Deaths  here  are  mostly 
from  old  age.  Consumption  is  rarely 
known  in  our  village.  Most  of  our 
visitors  are  delighted  to  frequent  our 
hills,  and  feel  at  once  the  effects  of  its 
invigorating  air. 

We  attended  the  Farmer's  Institute 
held  at  Hanson  last  week  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Plymouth  County  Agri- 
cultural society.    The  Town  Hall  was 
filled  with  people,  some  300  being 
present  who  had  come  from   all  the 
country  around.  Capt  John  B.  Moore 
of  Concord  addressed  the  audience,  in 
the  forenoon  on  special  crops  which 
was  full  of    useful    and  practical 
thoughts.    Mr.  Caleb  Bates  of  Kings- 
ton followed,  and  spoke  on  "farm  la- 
bor."   He  could  not  make  it  pay  to 
hire.    The    Hanson    Fanner's  club 
furnished  a  collation  for  the  audience 
at  noon,  which  was  gotten  up  in  good 
style  and  an  abundance  of  it.  After 
dinner  Mr.  John  K.  Russell,  Sec.  of 
the  Hoard  of  Agriculture  gave  a 
ring  address  to  the  fanners,  on  hus- 
banding  their    resources  and  using 
them  to  the  best  advantage,  not  if  a 
hundred  dollars  is  earned  over  expen- 
ses rush  to  a  savings  bank  and  depos- 
it it,  but  use  it  on  your  farm  and 
bring  five  fold  greater  return.    A  far- 
mer should  not  know  a  savings  bank. 
The  farm  is  the  best  bank,  it  Is 
suie  and  safe,  and  will  pay  the  largest 
dividend.    Mr.   Edmund   Hersey  of 
Hingham  said  that  one  third  of  fertil- 
izers  was  wasted  by  missapplication. 
He  did  not  believe  in  spreading  out  too 
much,  but  commence  with  a  small 
patch,  say  two  rods,  and  thoroughly 
enrich  and  cultivate  that,  before  you 
go  further.    L.  S.  Richards  of  East 
Marshfield  opoke  on  the  Literature  of 
Agriculture.    Quite  a  delegation  from 
Marshfield  attended  the  InMitutc  und 
'elt  well  paid  for  their  joruney  some 
12  miles  distant.    Farmers'  institutes 
and  gathenngs  are  becoming  very  pop- 
ular, as  they  add  largely  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  every  farmer.
